The Unemployed Youth Problem. 


A most important contribution to the problem of providing for the care) 
of the unemployed will have been made if the youth division of the Federal | 
Unemployment Commission under Alan Chambers is able to make feasible | 
Suggestions for the absorption of unemployed young men and women by | 
industry. 

Absorption by industry is mentioned as a sine qua non to the solution | 
of this problem because it is only in this way that the problem of unem- 
ployed youth can be solved permanently and in a satisfactory manner. All 
other plans can. be nothing more than temporary palliatives. 

This section of the Unemployment Commission has already made an 
interim report to the Federal government and it is reported that the cabinet | 
at Ottawa, at the time of writing, is busily engaged considering the pro- 
posals contained in the report, presumably with a view to putting into effect | 
as speedily as possible those suggestions which may be deemed timely and 
appropriate. 

One of the most interesting and important recommendations in the re- 
port is a proposal for the establishment of a system of apprenticeship in| 
co-operation with industrial concerns and, for more reasons than one, this 
may be regarded as one of the most satisfactory features of the proposals. 

In the first place a system of apprenticeship would constitute a step 
in the direction of a permanent solution of the problem for those young 
men and women who would participate. ; 

In the second place an apprenticeship system would solve a problem 
which industry is facing in the near future, namely a shortage of skilled 
help. This is a problem which is already looming on the industrial horizon 
and one which is likely to become acute within the next three or four years, | 
in the opinion of observers. Unless industry itself takes the initiative, | 
without government aid, the country is likely to witness, in the near future, | 
the anomalous spectacle of thousands of young people ready and presum-| 
ably educationally equipped for a life vocation on the one hand and, on the | 
other hand, industry clamoring for technically trained help but unwilling 
to take those available because they are not experienced. 

This pending situation leads one to speculate as to the efficiency of the 
training conducted in the public technical apd vocational training schools 
of the country. Are they fulfilling the purpose for which they were estab- 
lished and partially endowed with funds from the Federal treasury? 

Some doubt may be expressed in the answer to this question in the 
light of present day experience. Parents find, after their sons have com- 
pleted a course in these schools that, even where there are vacancies to be 
filled, the industry for which these lads have presumably been trained are 
not willing to take them because they are “inexperienced”. 

In illustration one might cite the automobile industry, an industry 
which has been reasonably busy, at least during the last couple of years, 
despite the depression and is showing increasing signs of virility. Yet, when) 
there are vacancies in automobile repair and service shops, foremen Icok 
around for men who have been previously engaged in this class of work 
and take them on rather than the youthful products of motor engineering 
classes in the technical schools because the former are experienced, 

These foremen point out, and presumably with justification, that they 
cannot fill a vacancy in their shops with one of these young men because | 
they could not charge their customers the time it would take them to do| 
a repair job, even though they were drawing a low wage. ‘ Presumably this | 
condition will exist until the last available experienced man has been 
absorbed and the industry is forced to take on youtlis turned out by . the 
technical schools with a completed course to their credit. 

In the meantime, the vocational schools are turning out young men 
apparently equipped to take their place in the industrial world only to find 
there are no jobs for them or that they must take some other work which 
could be undertaken by those who have had no vocational training. 

All of which leads to the impression that some effort will have to be 
made in the vocational schools to conduct the work on a more practicable 
basis than has hitherto been available, so that when youths leave to adven- 
ture into the world of industry they will at least be as well qualified as 
second or third year apprentices. 

This may mean remodelling the classes in the Vocational schools under 
changed conditions or other changes will have to be made in the 
of training through a hook-up with industrial concerns. 

It might also be said without contradiction that industry itself has been 
short-sighted in not having provided for future requirements by establish- 
ing a system of apprenticeship on its own account: on a genera) scale,

MOTOR LAWS 


Ottawa.—-The. first national safety 
conference passed resolutions favor- 
ing stricter enforcement of laws 
dealing with drunken drivers, na- 
tional uniformity in automobile lic- 
ense requirements and traffic laws 
and compulsory inspection of motor} 
vehicles twice a year. 

The conference, ending its ses-| 
sions, deplored failure to check and 
punish adequately persons driving 
cars while under the influence of 
liquor or narcotics. It urged al 
proclamation be issued by provincial 
governments, under sponsorship of | 
the Dominion administration, calling | 
for observance of a national safety | 
week in 1937. 


Another resolution said the con- 
ference ‘views with alarm” interfer- | 
ence with enforcement of traffic 


regulations and urged all organiza- | 
tions co-operate in backing law en- 
forcement agencies. The resolution| 
did not enlarge on the point of inter- 
ference but it was taken to mean 
‘fixing’ of court summonses for | 
traffic law violations. 

Col. Anatole Plante of Montreal, | 
president of the Dominion Automo- | 
bile Safety Council, which called the} 
convention, urged that conferees keep 
up the work started at the meeting. | 
He expressed hope a second confer- | 
ence would be held next year. 

The conference took no action on 
the suggestion that it endorse com- 
pulsory automobile. insurance, ex- 
pressing the view in discussion that 
the system in force for several years) 
in Massachusetts had not been an} 
unqualified success, 

Walter L. Saunders of Ottawa, dis- 
trict engineer of the Ontario depart- 
ment of highways, said most acci- 
dents occurred on the best highways, 
indicating safety does not depend en-; 
tirely on good roads. 

Mayor Stanley Lewis, of Ottawa, | 
described» the automobile as_ the! 
“most. arrogant, dictatorial animal 
we have ever had on our highways” | 
and urged promotion of educational | 
work as means of reducing traffic | 
accidents. | 

The mayor advocated establish- 
ment of schools for training ‘police, 
officers in use of standardized traffic 
signals and regulations coupled with 
lectures by police to school children | 
to impress on them the necessity of | 
caution in avoiding accidents. 

Science and education, he _ said, 
had reduced death from disease and 
surely the death toll from the ‘“mod- 
ern disease,” traffic accidents, could 
be reduced in the same way. 

Superintendent A. H. L. Mellor of | 
the criminal investigations branch} 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, remarked that many high-| 
ways were inadequate to accommo- 
date the volume of traffic passing | 
over them. He advocated nation-| 
wide standardization of traffic laws} 
by the Dominion government or} 
through provincial co-operation.

Tie paper was first issued in 1907 under W. J. Newhort, 
and it has seen many people come and go, the district grow 
steadily, and many changes in public life. Throughout, it has 
been the “Chronicle” Management’s policy to serve the District 
to the best of its ability. 


Rev. R. E. Ellers took over the Editorial reins in 1909, 
selling out to R. Whitfield in 1912. In 1928 another change 
took place, when Stan Fawdrey bought out the paper, and later, 
in 1929, relinquished his interests to W. Miller. 


Under Bill Miller’s guidance, the paper grew to a very 
high standard, and both the paper and the owner were strong 
boosters for the district. Bill sold out to the present owner in 
January of this year and took over the Olds Gazette. 


To the many Advertisers and Subscribers, both past and 
present, who. through assistance and co-operation, have sup- 
ported the paper all these years, we say, “Thanks a Million,” 
and, being granted continuous support and health, the present 
owner hopes to have many more pleasant years at the helm. 


l BILL’S WIDOW IN ALBERTA

left a widow and two small children, $5,000 in life insurance 
and a farm and stock that sold for another $5,000,

Canadian Publi Libraries 


Over 21 Million Books Loaned For 
Home Use During The Year 

Public libraries in Canada during 
1935 cost eighteen cents per capita— 
less than two per cent. of the cost 
of public schools, and about ten per 
cent. of the cost of universities and 
colleges, Public libraries in opera- 
tion during the year numbered 642, 
and the expenditure on them was 
about two million dollars. They lent 
over 21 million volumes for home use 
and probably between one-third and 
one-half as many more to reading- 
room and reference-room borrowers, 
Canadian public libraries lend two 
books a year for every man, woman 
and child of the population. 

In addition to the public libraries, 
which are primarily urban institu- 
tions, travelling libraries circulate in 
every province of Canada. The ob- 
ject of travelling libraries is to sup- 
plement the book stock of small pub- 
lic school libraries and to provide 
some public library service in com- 
munities otherwise without any. 
Three universities, Acadia, Dalhousie 
and St. Francis Xavier, conduct such 
a service in Nova Scotia, and Mc- 
Gill University circulates libraries in 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces. 
Each of the five most westerly prov- 
inces operates a provincial system of 
travelling libraries with headquarters 
at the provincial capital.

Fear of the darkness, 
fear of punishment, fear of failure in 
physical and mental contests, all in- 
fluence the lives of many children, 
crippling and handicapping in the 
race of life. 

Parents and teachers should above) 
all things seek to avoid awakening 
this fear in the child. If the baby 
cries because he is afraid of the dark, 
by all means let him have a light. 
The trouble lies farther back in the 
child's life, and only a reasonable 
lenience can correct it.

Their immunity to the law dates 
from 1845 when Queen Victoria, on | 
her first visit to Scotland, granted 
the Duke of Atholl’s grandfather a) 
royal patent. : 

Victoria, it is said, was so de-) 
lighted with the 200 kilted clansmen, | 
armed with old £cottish battle-axes, 
she suggested they be converted into} 
a standing army and presented with 
regimental colors. 

Although the Atholl Highlanders 
never have appeared in the army list, 
the war office recognizes their exist- 
ence, 

In feudal times, when the High- 
landers were organized to fight for} 
the Dukes of Atholl against civil | 
clans, they were a real fighting force. 

Now the duke’s little army ap-) 
pears only about once a year, in Sep- 
tember, when the duke marches at) 
the head of his clansmen in Highland 
ceremonial.
